SCHOOL BOARD 


We submit the twenty-fourth report of our schools, 
for the year ending February, 1911. . 

The average number of schools maintained the past 
year was ten, giving thirty-two weeks to each school. 

We believe our teachers have averaged to do better 
work than for any preceding year, but we most emphat- 
ically deplore the attitude of some parents towards those 
who have worked the hardest, and who might have accom- 
plished much more with the right sort of support from 
some homes. 

We desire to call attention to the fact that our aid from 
the state depends on the regular attendance of pupils at 
school. Bear in mind, therefore, that when your children 
are out of school for any trivial reason, you are cutting 
down our outside support as well as working an injury to 
the child. 

We frequently hear complaints of a startling nature 
concerning some teacher, which, upon investigation prove 
to be absolutely false. We call upon all reliable citizens 
to do all they can to stop this personal abuse of teachers 
and officers, else no one can be secured to take up this 
work who can be relied on to do what we should require 
and have. An honest difference of opinion may result in 
an improved condition, but calling names never will. 

We annex the Roll of Honor pupils, believing it will 
not only be a pleasure to the successful ones but encourage 
others to try the harder the coming year.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


While there are no special changes or developments 
to be reported it is evident that the library isemore valued 
than ever by our townspeople. During the year 127 books 
have been added to cur number, making a total of 2730 
volumes now on the shelves. 165 families are represented 
by the patrons, and the circulation has amounted to about 
5000 volumes, 10 per cent of which have been non-fiction : 
religious works, books of history, biography, travel, etc.
